Like all Worldcons, Nippon 2007 will be an exciting and event-filled convention, 
designed to appeal to fans from all over the world, featuring five days of pro- 
gramming on hundreds of topics from books to media, from art to costuming, 
from movies and television to anime, from science fiction to science fact, as well 
as an art show, masquerades, the Hugo Awards, dealer’s rooms, child care and 
children’s programming and much more. 


There are agents around the world handling non-Japanese membership adminis- 
tration, including production and distribution of the dual English-Japanese lan- 
guage versions of the Progress Reports. 


Nippon 2007 is excited about introducing fans from all over the rest of the world 
to the Japanese science fiction community and vice-versa. The combination of 
Japanese innovation and Worldcon traditions promises to make Nippon 2007 a 
Worldcon that will be truly unforgettable.
